EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL ZAYYAT OUTLINED TO WEO'S OCT 18 EGYPTIAN 
CONDITIONS FOR PEACE AND GAVE ARAB VERSION OF EVENTS LEADING 
UP TO PRESENT HOSTILITIES, WITH EMPHASIS ON US RESPONSIBILITY. 

HE DESCRIBED USG POSITION AS HAVING PASSED THROUGH SEVERAL 
STAGES, FROM STRONGLY SUPPORTING LA DRAFT RES IN 1967 ON 
ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL BEYOND JUNE 5, 1967 LINES, UNTIL BY THIS 
FALL IT WAS VIRTUALLY IDENTICAL WITH THAT OF ISRAEL. HE TOLD 
GROUP MANY ARAB FONMINS VISITED WASHINGTON IN SEPTEMBER AND 
EARLY OCTOBER AND NONE SAW POSSIBILITY OF MOVEMENT IN ME OR BELIEVED 
US POSITION CHANGED. HE SAID WHEN EGYPT CAME TO SC LAST SUMMER 
IT WAS FINAL APPEAL TO WORLD COMMUNITY - "CRY OF CONSCIENCE TO 
EVERY EGYPTIAN AND ISRAELI CHILD WHO WAS GOING TO BE KILLED." ALL
